THE CLEVELAND MUSEUM OF ART OFFERS THE 50 GREATEST FILMS 
100 Years of Magic 

Sunday Afternoons, January 8 - December 17, 1995 

Tickets to individual movies are $4, $3 Museum members. Series pass, $125. 


The year 1995 marks the hundredth anniversary of the first publicly projected motion picture. 

To celebrate this milestone, The Cleveland Museum of Art is presenting a special film series 
that will run on Sunday afternoons throughout the year. 100 Years of Magic consists of nothing 
less than the 50 best feature films of all time — as voted by critics and filmmakers surveyed in 
three recent international polls conducted by film historian John Kobal, the British Film 
Institute’s Sight and Sound magazine, and London’s Time Out weekly. Results were compiled 
by the Museum’s Coordinator of Film Programs John Ewing.The 50 top vote-getters will be 
grouped thematically and presented in 12 monthly mini-series. 

January’s installment, on Sundays at 3:30 pm, January 8 - 29, is titled “Examined Lives” 
and includes four movies that dissect the lives of their protagonists. Groupings for the rest of 
the year will be announced monthly. Classic short subjects will precede some features. An effort 
will be made to present all films in the best-available 35mm or 16mm prints. Starting times and 
locations will vary; guards at the North Door will direct visitors. A limited number of series 
passes — guaranteeing the holder a seat at all 50 movies up to ten minutes before showtime — can 
be purchased for $125 by mail (at the Museum, attn: film program) or at film showings.

Directed by 
Martin Scorsese, with Robert DeNiro, Cathy 
Moriarty, and Joe Pesci. Visceral dramatiza- 
tion of the life of boxer Jake LaMotta.

Preceded by Chuck Jones’ cartoon One 
Froggy Evening.
